PERSHING, BATISTA, 
ROOSEVELT MEET 


Cuban ‘Strong Man’ and 
President Confer on New 
World Problems.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt, General John 
J. Pershing and Colonel Fulgencio 
Batista—three men with widely 
varying background and experi- 
ence—met briefly at the White 
House this afternoon and ex- 
changed greetings. 

General Pershing arrived at the 
executive mansion to pay his re- 
spects to the President just as the 
Cuban army leader was conclud- 
ing a half-hour chat with Mr. 
Roosevelt on Cuba's social and 
‘economic problems. 

Pershing was saying goodbye in 
advance of his departure Sunday 
for San Antonio, Texas, where he 
served as a fledgling officer a 
half-century ago. Later he will go 
tc Tucson, Ariz., to spend the win- 
ter. Pershing was a major during 
the Spanish-American War, which 
liberated Cuba, before Batista was 
born. 
| Reversing the usual role of a 
White House visit, President

and asked the Cuban visitor about 
conditions and improvements in 
Cuba. Batista rose to power m 
Cuba a few months after the 
President entered the White 
‘House. 

Batista said later the President 
showed a keen knowledge of slum 
clearance, education and other so- 
cial legislation in the island re- 
public.

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CAUSE AND EFFECT? 

In the Book of .Proverbs it is said “Where 
there is no vision, the people perish.” 

Two stories were told in the news columns 
during the week. One revealed how 7,700 per- 
sons in Fulton county, unemployable and pen- 
niless, may each receive only $2.29 per month 
from the county board of public welfare. Too, 
there is no money available to furnish fuel for 
heating the poor homes where these helpless 
neighbors exist. 

The thought of some one, unfit for employ- 
ment, having to sustain life on such a pittance 
shocks the imagination. 

The second story was continued from day 
to day and is not yet ended. It is the story 
of the campaign to fill Atlanta's Community 
Chest for this year. The quota set represents 
the absolute minimum needs of the 32 agencies 
which depend upon the Chest for financial 
sustenance during the year. It is slowly mount- 
ing toward that total. But it is not yet full. 

This year the response to the Chest appeal 
was better than in recent years. The sub- 
scriptions came in more promptly and there is 
strong hope the sum needed will be forthcom- 
ing. 

For the past four or five years Atlanta has 
failed, year after year, to fill the Community 
Chest quota. Why, no one can tell, beyond the 
simple logic that Atlantans have not given of 
their means generously enough. Other cities 
have done better. Other cities of the south 
have filled larger quotas and made them over- 
flow, even though their population figures are 
smaller than those of this community. No fault 
can be laid at the door of the Atlanta workers 
during those past years, No fault can be found 
with the publicity. The need has always been 
fully told, none can truthfully plead ignorance 
for lack of giving. 

The agencies of the Community Chest are 
those which build character, which restore 
health to the diseased, which sustain happy 
family life, which make for better citizens, phy- 
sically, mentally and spiritually. 

The link between the two stories of the week 
is plain. Simplest logic tells that, had Atlanta 
supported the agencies of the Community Chest 
more generously in the past, there would not 
today be so many unemployables dependent 
upon the pitiful $2.29 monthly handout from 
the board of public welfare. 

Elimination of poverty, of disease, of un- 
employment and all the other factors that 
make a board of public welfare necessary is, 
inevitably, a slow process. For it can only come 
through long years of education, of training, 
of regeneration and of sympathetic help, the 
very factors which the Chest agencies provide. 

The response that Atlanta makes in this 
year of 1938 to the call of the Community Chest 
will be measured, in the books of time, by the 
extent of the need, in 1958, for the charity 
that must be given to the unfortunates, the 
sick, the helpless, the “unemployables” of that 
year to come.

WHEN WINTER COMES 

Further reasons for increased vigilance on 
the part of automobile drivers are outlined by 
the National Safety Council as that body points 
out motor accidents increase as the day draws 
to a close and the year nears its end. 

The council discloses that beginning in July 
and lasting well through the rest of the year, 
figures on traffic accidents rise. And yet, from 
September through December, gasoline con- 
sumption falls off. Which would indicate.in a 
fairly conclusive manner that seasonal hazards 
enter the situation as a definite factor. 

Many conditions are pdinted to as being re- 
sponsible for the accident increase, all of them 
additional arguments in favor of more careful 
driving. For instance, since darkness falls 
earlier as autumn progresses, rush hour crowds 
‘appear on the streets in dusk or dark, instead 
of daylight. 

People return to town from summer vaca- 
tions; business picks up and as a result delivery 
wagons make more trips. Week end football 
games are another factor in the accident up- 
surge, as thousands of fans take to the road. 
Many of them also take a drink or two or four. 
Snow and icy weather have their effect, al- 
though reports show that when really severe 
winter conditions prevail, drivers proceed more 
carefully. The matter of closed windows in 
cold weather also enters the picture. The coun-

voters by following in the paths of the Demo- 
cratic reforms. 

In Pennsylvania, however, the G. O. P. old 
guard was victorious purely and simply because 
scandal had been striking like lightning at the 
head of the Democratic factions within the 
state. The attempt of Governor Earle to throt- 
tle a grand jury investigation and replace it 
with a friendly legislative whitewashing smack- 
ed too much of an intent to avoid the con- 
sequences of dubious actions. It may be ex- 
pected, now that the Republicans have taken 
over the machinery of state, that the investi- 
gation will be pursued in a manner that brooks 
no good for the national party. This is the re- 
sult of complaisance on the. part of the na- 
tional party; a dangerous, uncalled-for avoid- 
ance of a police duty. 

In Massachusetts, an intrenched machine 
offered a candidate besmirched with the dirt 
attaching to Boston machine rule. Former 
Mayor Curley represented in the minds of the 
unattached ‘voters who hold the balance of 
power, a Tammany-like figure which contrasted 
strangely with the new liberals of the Repub- 
lican slate. .A similar condition existed to a 
lesser degree in Rhode Island. 

Only by a thorough house cleaning within 
the next two years can the Democratic party 
hope to regain the confidence of the voters of 
these states. Honest rule, above all, should 
typify the party slate. Had this not been the 
case in New York, that pivotal state also would 
be lost to the party. 

The other factors which entered into spe- 
cific Democratic reversals are more complex, 
the heaviest being dissatisfaction with the farm 
program in the midwestern states. It is evi- 
dent that a workable farm program is nec- 
essary if the Democrats are to regain power in 
the farm belt. 

The labor problem contributed to the down- 
fall of Frank Murphy in Michigan, despite the 
fact that his handling of the sit-down strikes 
prevented bloodshed by compromise of the let- 
ter of the law with the spirit of the law. The 
maneuvering of the Dies committee also had 
its effect, undoubtedly as its chairman desired. 
The Michigan sit-down strikes were the result 
of a labor organization that had not reached 
maturity, and it must be doubted that even 
John L. Lewis countenanced the tactics of the 
inexperienced leaders of the auto workers, The 
actions were regrettable, yet it is difficult to 
see where bloodshed, inevitable had compro- 
mise been rejected, would have gained govern- 
ment, management or labor one whit. Mr. Dies 
permitted hostile witnesses to smear Murphy 
with the much-abused brush of. “Red” fellow- 
travelership. Perhaps Mr. Dies and his fellow- 
travelers will now stop seeing a Communist 
plot behind every bush and get back down to 
earth. 

These are the things which confront the 
Democratic party in the next two years if the 
nation is to be kept on the forward path.

SOUTH AMERICA WANTS GOODS 
(From the Savannah Morning News.) 


Put South American trade on a sound basis. 
Conditions-are right for such a move. This is the 
plea to United States industrialists and exporters 
by Warren Lee Pierson, president of the United 
States Export-Import Bank. Within ten weeks he 
toured’ all South American countries except 
Bolivia. 

Mr. Pierson says United States exporters can 
win trade in competition with the subsidized ex- 
ports from foreign countries, and that no sub- 
sidies are needed for our products. He makes four 
suggestions for a trade-winning program: Good 
quality, reasonable prices, adequate credit facili- 
ties, and a consistent foreign trade policy which is 
not merely a fair-weather one. 

It would not be possible to find two continents 
more complementary, Mr. Pierson asserted. “We 
have much that they need and we need much that 
they have,” he added. Never was there a time 
when there was such friendliness of South Ameri- 
cans toward the United States. Trade between 
this country and Latin America can give a needed 
stimulus to business. It could be the most practi- 
cal way of promoting a solidarity which would 
keep out attempts of the totalitarian states to get 
a foothold in the new world. President Roosevelt 
in his address Wednesday night warned that the 
United States would protect the western hemi- 
sphere from interference from abroad.

Planning must go on. If mistakes have been made it means mere- 
ly that new plans must be attempted. This country will never turn 
back regardless of the political affiliation of the man in the White 
House or the majority in congress. 

It is amazing there should be any other thought in the minds 
of those who believe in a democracy. If the founders of the re- 
public did not have their tongues in their cheeks when they wrote 
the fundamentals of the Constitution; if Lincoln was not joking 
when he spoke of a government “of, for and by the people,” then 
there is no other course. 

Democracy’s job is to create a government which all the people 
feel is giving them opportunity to escape extreme poverty, malnu- 
trition and unemployment. As long as there are millions of people 
not so cared for, then democracies must continue with planning; 
with creating an economic balance. 


OUR BEST DEFENSE Our best defenses are our natural re- 

sources. The plan of an artificial 
scarcity has not worked. Therefore, it should be changed. A sub- 
sidy for domestically consumed crops, with the surplus going on 
the world market for what it will bring, has been indicated by -the 
administration as the next plan. 

There is no reason for scarcity in this country. Until, of course, 
ther@ can be some plan whereby a balance is obtained between in- 
dustrial and agrarian production, there can be no really workable 
plan. That probably was what the administration had in mind when 
it spoke of not interfering with business unless business interfered 
with recovery. 

Perhaps that plan is wrong. If so, then it will be necessary to 
try another one. The important fact to remember is that the eco- 
nomic adjustments of the world demand planning. One has but to 
remember back to 1932 to know that without PWA, WPA, NYA, 
CCC and other organizations, we would have had serious trouble. 
Perhaps these setups were not the proper ones. The-job, then, is 
to find the proper ones. 


As long as there is malnutrition, extreme poverty and unem-~ 
ployment, democracy has a big job to do. It may as well be done 
with blueprints. If the architect bungled the first set, then let's 
draw up another set. 

We have the resources no other nation owns. Finding a method 
of marshaling them to remove the big problems is the job. 


INEFFICIENT DEMOCRACY Democracy, :of course, is the 

most inefficient of govern- 
ments. It must submit plans to the people and let the pros and 
cons be argued. All this requires time. We have lobbies, edi- 
torials, radio speeches, filibusters, and much debate. 

A totalitarian leader says “do” and the job is done. 

A totalitarian leader may order food restrictions, may abolish 
all organizations save those sworn to his service; may create labor 
camps for civilians who are unemployed; may abolish all labor 
unions; may order any act and have it instantly obeyed. 

That is efficiency. The cost is too great. In America we have 
a modified form of wage and hour control, but it is not general in 
application, applying only to businesses engaged in interstate com- 
merce. It was a proposition submitted to-the representatives of 
the yle. 

It s¢ems obvious we are going to have a growing amount of 
central control and yet have it through democratic means and re- 
tain the democratic principles. 

The price of totalitarian efficiency is too much to pay. But, un- 
less the democracies develop an efficiency of their own and employ 
their resources effectively, they will continue in danger.

This particular 
company, according to the newspaper story, is forced to cut the 
lordly redwoods because it can’t pay the taxes any longer. 

And “we the people,” who hate to see the trees cut, are respon- 
sible for the tax laws that make the cutting necessary. We asked 
for it. (By the way, if you haven’t done your good deed for the 
day, you might write Mr. Rockefeller and ask him to save these 
trees for posterity. Surely these wonderful works of God are as 
much worth saving as a cathedral in Europe.) 

We have natural emotions, capacities and weaknesses, like love 
and hate and greed and envy, that seems. to operate spontaneously, 


but almost everything we do was prompted by something that hap- 


pened to us. 

There would be no labor troubles and militant unions if em- 
ployers long ago had established the practice of treating workers 
as well as possible. 

There wouldn't be a wasteful campaign to undermine and wreck 
utilities if power companies had never watered stock or failed to 
give the best possible service at the lowest possible rate. 

In fact, there wouldn't be class and race and national conflicts 
all over the world if everybody had behaved fairly and decently. 
One does wrong and another tries to set it right, and the process 
keeps the world in a mess. 

The innocent suffer with the guilty, of course, but as a rule the 
pendulum won't hit you if you don’t start it going.

‘Unwarranted Clemency’ Is 
Hit; Rights of Citizens 
Cited in Presentments. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., Nov. 11.— 
Recommendafions returned today 
by the Troup county grand jury 
placed that body on record as 
viewing “with alarm the acts of 
the prison and parole commis- 
sion of Georgia in the granting 
of unwarranted clemency in the 
many cases from our state.” 

“The State Prison and Parole 
Commission and Governor, by 
their acts, are nullifying the work 
of courts in releasing criminals in 
the state on payment of nominal 
fees, or without any punishment 
at all,” the presenments said. “Nu- 
merous offenders, from murder to 
minor offenses, have been paroled 
in our county, as we are advised 
by our officers, without cause or 
justification. At least one offend- 
er was paroled before the court 
fiially passed on his case. 

“In the granting of paroles, the 
commisson acts on any informa- 
tion which the prisoner may sub- 


mit, regardless of whether the in- 
formation comes from authentic 
sources or not. Our information is 
that these paroles are granted in- 
variably over the protest of the 
offices of the court, All considera- 
tion should not be for the crimi- 
nal; the law abiding citizen and 
law enforcement agencies are due 
to be considerd. 

“Attenttion is directed to the 
great danger which the indiscrim- 
inate grant of paroles creates, in 
that the habitual criminal does not 
fear punishment, knowing that he 
can apply to the commission and 
obtain his freedom regardless. of 
the nature of the offense. 

“The attention of our legisla- 
_tors and our senators is directed 
to this evel, and they are request- 
ed to undertake to have remedial! 
legislation enacted.”

When you sit most of the time. 
your figure inevitably acquires a 
“settled look” that has nothing to 
do with age. When you analyze 
it, this settling down of the figure 
can be blamed entirely on lazy 
muscles in the areas of the waist, 
abdomen, hips and bust, which 
invite the accumulation of fat. 

You would be surprised at the 
small amount of exercise required 
to keep these important muscles 
animated and on the job. You 
may find it easier to stay with 
your slimming program 
limit yourself to three or four 
really effective exercises—but do 
them every day.
